When growing upl was heavily influenced by comics and movies. Although 
I collected the usual superheroes (Spiderman, Bat Man) my real love came with 
the horror comics. I call them comics, but they were really in a magazine format... 

My favorites were these crudely done books with various titles - wire h es 

TALES, WEIRD, TALES OF VOODOO, TERROR TALES - all 

featuring several black and white stories that looked like they were illustrated in 
the early 50's (and possibly were - since all the stories may have been reprinted 
from other sources). Credits were seldom, if ever, given to the writers or artists 
- and usually the editor, art editor and art director were the only names given. 

Published by eerie publications, the covers looked were 
colorful and graphic • and I was always amazed when I'd find carnival side show 
tents displaying the same artwork on their more bizarre rides. The art in the book went from okay to pretty poor -although it looked more like a lack of 
time than a lack of talent that hampered many of the works. The stories were great! The books overall were immensely enjoyable to me. 

Mostof the books I have left were dated before 1 975 - the death of the company was about as mysterious as it's existence. (Anyone with information 
about this company, the people that worked with them, or anything concerning it should write me - I'm extremely interested!) The magazines seemed to 
only be savored by a select few - and even today, the magazines that are over 20 years old, are not worth much more than their original cover price. 

Another great company putting out illustrated horror magazines was skywald publsihinb. They published a little more upper class 
mags with nightmare, psycho and scream. They also released a couple off-springs called the crime machine and hell 
RIDER. Unlike the Eerie Pubs, Skywald glorified their writers and artists - even listing pages for readers to vote for their favorite artists, writers, and 
story. These mags were pretty polished and also a lot of fun to read, though the longer they went the more serious they seem to take themselves - taking 
away from some of the fun. 

Of course there were the Warren magazines. They really need no introduction and were the most successful of the lot. But, Warren tended to 
advertise horror and then lean more towards science-fiction in the actual stories. This always bothered me and pretty much made them last on my list 
as far as picking up stuff to read -since I've never been much of a sci-fi fan. I heard a story once that Eerie publications had a magazine they were going 
to call EERIE, and Warren wanted to secure the copyright to that name so they shot out the first issue of eerie exceedingly fast and slapped it 
together beating the other company out. This is why when you looked in the back issue department of the eeri e mags there was never a #1 listed. 

All of these publications are now out of business, and these were all the strongest of the illustrated magazines. Several came and went, including 
an interesting one called devilina, which I only saw one issue of and it was put out by Seaboard Periodicals back in 1 975. 

1 believe all these magazines were undoubtedly inspired by the EC comics of the 50's - with tales from the crypt and the vault 
OF HORROR. Thankfully, Russ Cochran secured publishing rights to these stories and has been rereleasing these comics over the last few years 
- letting us all get a chance to look at them at a reasonable price. 

Now, the inspiration from all the above magazines and comics is what made cozy coffin. Although horror comics seem to have a hard 
time surviving in the hero dominated field - hopefully things will be different with c c . We have a collection of entertaining stories and some talented artists 
to bring you a comic that hopefully you'll want to read through a couple times over. 

For those of you who simply bought this first issue as a collector's item - please read the comic. Don't just stuff it in a bag and stick it in an acid 
free box without checking out the contents • although we hope that people will be praising this 25 years from now - we'd rather build a strong audience 
now that will continue to support our effort and allow us to continue to make more cozy coffin's fora long time. 

This issue is a start for a whole new line of comics from drag u li n a publishing. For those of you that know us, you know that we have 
mainly been involved with magazines - draculina, oriental cinema, she, focus and more - now we wish to do the same with 
comics. Please check your October distributor catalogs for our next line of comics to be out in December • cozy coffin #2, sabra 
BLADE # 1 and EVEN HITLER HAD A GIRLFRIEND # 1 . In 1 995 we wilt be releasing sister armageddon and a FULL COLOR 
DRACULINA comici So, this is just the beginning, and your support and comments are strongly encouraged - please write! 

Well, I guess that's it. it was kind of fun walking down memory lane through my tattered old horror mags, and reliving the fun I had as a kid reading 
these things. Unfortunately, I never had the collectors mentality -so mostof my comics were sold, and the comics and magazines I have left are it shabby 
condition at best.
